DELAYED JHSPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

New York, March 13. — Tho Koine 
eoi respondent of Loudon "Telegraph" 
writes of Pope Pius IX. tLuis: He 
leans rather heavily on his stick, and 
has lost to a great oxtent the nobby 
erect carriage which distinguished him 
but a very few years ago; iu fact, he 
-.oops now, his yoice too is weaker, 
and his articulation less Btrikiogly 
distinct. It is live years since I last saw 
him. lie was then 80 years old, but 
at 80 the Pope was strong; vigorous 
and hale, as are most strong mon at 
G5. Even now his eyes aro wondcr- 
ously bright and keen, his noble fea- 
tures change with every variation of 
thought; his memory is tenacious as 
ever; be remembered on what subjects 
he talked five years a^o, glides from 
Italian into French aud from French 
into Italian just aa ho did then, and 
his wholo faco brightened when his 
lips framed as old the ready "mot" in 
which he never in his sorest trials had 
been known to fail. The acuteuess of 
his questions as to affairs in the East 
proved how strong is tho interest ho 
takes in the questions of tho day, and 
he jokeB about the conference, and 
especially about the Sultan, but show- 
ed beneath the jocular surface there 
lurked a substratum of shrewd obser- 
vation. 

Home, March 13.— Tho Popo de- 
livered his allocution in the consistory, 
which was held at the Vatican yester- 
day. He passed in review the events 
since 1870, aud said, Italy took forcible 
possession of Pome at an epoch when 
that generation was in sore distress. 
He declared Italian ecclesiastical laws 
deprived him of the moans of admin- 
istering tho church, and left him only 
tho liberty granted by ordinary laws. 
He lamented his inability to prevent 
immorality and irreligiou from per- 
meating society. In conclusion he 
pronounced conciliation impossible, 
and appealed to foreign bishops to in- 
cite the faithful to tho good work of 
inducing the governments to tako the 
position of the Holy See into consid- 
eration. 

London .March 12.— Admiral Hobart 
Pasha of tho Turkish Navy writes to 
the "Times" from Constantinople, 
under date of March 2d, contradicting 
reports current about Turkey. He 
says the country is quiet, lifo and pro- 
perty as safe as in Europo; no panic 
any where. Christians follow their 
vocations in safety. The Turks hon- 
estly admitted tho truth of tho accu- 
sation of a bad administration, and aro 
most desirous to make a radical change, 
but a bad system from beginning to 
end in tho vast Empire, full of conflict- 
ing elements, cannot bo changed im- 
mediately. They ask time and help 
from without in tho way of administra- 
tion, and a littlo kindly, generouB 
feeling from Europe,

Kecollectious," gives tho particulars 
of un incident which occurred during 
the crisis of the race between tho two 
great newspaper rivals. TheAmericaiis 
had been making claims to the wholo 
of our western territories on tho Pacitic, 
including what are now called British 
Columbia, Vancouver's Island and 
Oregon, and the relations betwoon tho 
two countries looked very threatening. 
Tho money market was depressed and 
the presidon't annual message was 
expected with great anxiety, Early 
one morning, when everybody on the 
stall' of tho Chronicle, except Black 
and Mackay, had gone asvay, a stranger 
called to see tho editor. Mackay saw 
him, and loarnod that ho had just ar- 
rived from New York, and had a copy 
of the New York "Herald," with tho 
President's message, in his pocket. 
Ho had left tho steamer in which ho 
came from New York at Queenstown, 
where she was to remain for four hours; 
had caught a Liverpool steam packet, 
which was just starting; aud had on 
his arrival there, taken a special train 
to Loudon at a prico of 80 guineas. 
He offered this precious document to 
tho "Chronicle" for XoOO. Black ap- 
preciated tho importance of tho mes- 
sugo, but it was a largo sum, audthero 
was nobody whom ho could consult. 
The mau said ho could wait only ten 
minutes and would then go elsewhere. 
Black was much excited and perturbed 
aud was ready to promise the money 
gludly, if he could have been sure tho 
contract would not bo repudiated. 
Mackay advised him to risk it; but at 
the last moment Black shrank from 
the responsibility, aud off went tho 
visitor. Ho had not been gone two 
minutes when Black changed his mind; 
Mackay bolted to tho street, but tho 
stranger had taken a cab, aud was 
rattling onward to Fleet street, and 
there was no other cab to bo had at 
that hour. Thus the "Times" gottne 
message boforc any one else, and it 
was, of course, a great triumph for it. 
There was a discussion among tho 
proprietors of tho "Chronicle," in 
which they expressed great regret 
after tho event — that tho news was 
not secured for their paper. This led 
Black to urge that a chief oditor 
ought always to havo a share in the 
paper so that ho might act without 
hesitation in any emergency; but 
"hero," says Dr. 5lackuy,"tho subject 
dropped."

Tho Opposition organ committed two 
atrocities yesterday.

Business wont on rnoro harmoniously, 
yostorday, and a good deal of work was 
transacted. Mr. Beaven withdrew his 
iniquitous Legislative Assembly Bill, 
which was intended to make of mem- 
bers of the Legislature a superior sort of 
boing, with kiugly attributes and unlim- 
ited immunities. If tho Bill had gone 
to committee a clause might have been 
added to provide each member with a 
pair of wingf, when, with the preroga- 
tives eocured by tho Bill, he would have 
passed for an nngel— a fallen one, per- 
haps; but, nevertheless, an angel. Tho 
Land Act Amendment Bill goes to a Se- 
lect Committee. Application was made 
to give a minority of the Public Accounts 
Committee powers that should only be 
exercised by a majority; but tho effort 
failed, when Mr. Fisher showod that tho 
Committee had all necessary power.

' THE RAILWAY QUESTION. 

Tho Premier has promised to bring 
down on Monday next a reply to tho Car- 
narvon dispatch of 18lh Dccomber last 
This announcement has givon tho public 
much fatiafaction. Tho Railway is the Al- 
pha andOmega of British Columbia's hopes 
and expectations under Confederation, 
and as such will ever occupy a foremost 
placo in the public mind. Every ono re- 
grets that tho Railway term of union has 
Lot been cariiod out. No man who feels 
an interest in tho progress of tho country 
oan do otherwise than deplore tho chain 
of circumstances that have led to the pre- 
sent stato of our relations with Canada; 
and it ought to be tho aim of all to assist 
in so shaping tho publio policy that 
should further disappointments occur no 
blame will attach to cither this Govern- 
ment or people. We take it for granted that 
no ono now expects Canada to build the 
road in ten years; and it is clear, after 
Lord Carnarvon's dispatch has been care- 
fully conned, that the best that can be 
hoped for is tho spirit of the Carnarvon 
Terms. The letter is impossible of attain- 
ment. It would be only asking people to 
cloi-e their eyes to palpable facts to en- 
courage any other belief; and should tho 
Government in the forthcoming reply 
hold out hopes that are not likely to bo 
realizi'd they will prove theuitolves un- 
worthy of occupy ing their seati. A great 
deal may be said as to the rights of Brit- 
ish Columbia under the Carnarvon Terms. 
The Government have urged them on the 
attention of Lord Carnarvon with all tho 
energy and eloquence at their command; 
and ttie Secretury for the Colonies has 
replied that ho is of opinion that the ac- 
ceptance of a money equivalent for the 
Island road, with tho commencement of 
railway construction after tho lapse of a 
"single summer" is, in his opinion, all 
that British Columbia can reasonably u>k. 
It is to this portion of the dispatch that 
tho reply of the Government will proba- 
bly be chiefly directed. The preparation 
of that reply will require all tbo wisdom 
and patriotism that our rulers— aided by 
the House— can bring to bear on a subject 
that bas so important a bearing on tho 
future of our struggling Province. 

The 1 "Fight Mackenzie policy" of tho 
DLCoscnos-Walkem Ministry has long 
sinco been repudiated by the people. The 
downfall <f the Walkem Ministry proved 
that the country was sick and tired of a 
Government that first betrayed us 
into Canada's hands by borrowing a large 
sum of money, and then tried to exiricato 
us by inaugurating a diplomatic war. We 
do not think tire present Government are 
likely to repeat the follies of ihtir prede- 
cessor. Lord Carnarvon, alm< st in to 
many words, us!;s thd Province to take a 
" money-equivalent" for the Island 
road — (an " equivalent " means a 
sum sufficient to obtain the Ihiug that is 
surrendered ) We believe that tl e short- 
est and speediest way out of difficulty 
would he to accept Lord Carnarvon's sug- 
gestion. But tho amount of money ac- 
cepted should be au "equivalent" for the 
Island road, and the niarn road should bo 
commenced alter the "lapse of a single 
ru turner." The compensation in moooj , 
what should bo douc with it V It shou'd 
be banded to the company that will build 
the Island lino for the least amount of 
money and the smallest quantity of land. 
We should object strenuously to the 
money be.ug placet' in tho hands of the 
Government for the two sections to squab- 
ble over and friiter away on roads and 
biidges. If paid over for the Island Rail- 
way it should be used for that purpose 
and no other. As to whether tho Im- 
perial, tho Canadian or tho Local Gov 
eminent should have tho giving out of 
contracts for the construction of the line, 
that might bo left to Lord Carnarvon to 
Bay. Our opinion is that tho disburse- 
ment of tho money should bo removed 
from iho arena of locil politics and 
placed beyond the reach of local politi- 
cians to quairel over. 

In saying this wo would state that our 
words are neither suggested nor dictated 
by thin or any other Government. Tho 
difficulty should be settled; and it would 
bo infinitely bitter for our citizens to re- 
cognize now, as just and equitable, a prin- 
ciple which, after two or three years of 
heartburnings and misery, thoy may bo 
glad enough to recognize. Whichever 
course will secure tho spirit of the Car- 
narvon Terms ought to be the 0110 adopted 
by the House. The principle of delay is 
already admitted by the m >st rabid Cana- 
dian-haters in Victoria. Tho resolution 
passed unanimously at a recent public 
meeting iu this city recognizes tho neces- 
sity of delay; but it goes too far. It pro- 
poses to give two summers and Lord Car 
narvon only suggested a delay of one. To 
carry tho policy of concession a little 
&tnwaaift3trt4i/d^lv*wvjtna*"i)0" 'on "trio 
cards" for a number of persons to get to- 
gether at tho Philharmonic, stylo them- 
selves "Wo, tho people of Victoria," ami 
agree to accept $1,500,000! The throat of 
secession convoyed iu tho same resolution 
is an utter absurdity, and will not bo tol- 
erated, wo trust, by either House or Gov- 
ernment! Neither Messrs. Walkem, 

Humphreys, nor any of their followers 1 that tho olaini had been tiled. The 
m0M »ec««8ion.

The Government are winning victories 
all along the line. The com spondence 
with respect of tho Drydock award was 
laid before tho House yo-terday and 
shows that tho Chief Commissioner iu 
waiving tho objection raised nuder clause 
14 of the Public Works Act, act-d under 
the advice of two legal gentlemen of the 
highest standing. It appears that Messrs. 
Wilson and Grauoioi, arbii rators, and 
Mr. Thomson, umpire, called Mr. Ver- 
non's attention to tho fact that Mossrs. 
Tolmie anil Finlayson had not complied 
with tiio requirements of Clanso 14 of tho 
Public Works Act, which reads as fol- 
low*: "No olaim of any kind for compen- 
sation, kc, ifcc, shall be submitted to or 
entertained by any Arbitrators uuless 
such cloini and the particulars thereof 
have been tiled iu tho oflk-e of the Chief 
Commissioner of Lands anil Works with- 
in six months next after tho loss or injury 
complained of," and believing thoy had 
not tho powor to make the award asked 
for instructions. Mr. Vernon(Mr. Elliott 
being ill) immediately referred tho mat- 
ter to Mr. McCreigbt for his legal opin- 
ion, and that gentleman replied that the 
clause applied— 1st, Iu respect of lands, 
etc., takeu; 2d, In rospect of loss or dam- 
ago to such property ; 3d, In res;.oct of 
ooutracts relating to public works. "And 
I think tho provisions of tho 14th section 
are confined to tho last two cat"gories. 
Omission to claim in respect of lands, 
etc., taken would mako it incumbent un 
the Chief Commissioner to tender the rea- 
sonable value with notice of arbitration, 
but would not either a forfeituro to the 
(Government of tho land, otc, ou tho one 
hand, or on the other render tho taking 
of the land impossible, and so make the 
Act abortive. (See Section 20 of Act of 
1873, which is evidently do.-igned to meet 
the caso of on obstinate or absent owner ) 
"I think Section 14 of the Act of 1872 
was meant to deal with claims to ho made 
by contractors, or persons whoso lands, 
<fec, aro merely damaged by public works. 

"As these demands aro often frivolous, 
tho period of six months may not un- 
reasonably bo ghou as a bmitatiou; but 
oven supposiug that Soctiou 14 applied 
to lands, &c, taken, it would, I think, bo 
repugnant iu this respect to Seotion 20 of 
tho Act of 1873, and therefore to bo no- 
gleotod in construing tho latter, under 
which tho arbitrators aro acting." 
t orlil s o pi h ion ," wTii c7i was* il s* "f o i lo ws" 1 : 

"At the opening of tho proceedings be- 
fore the Arbitrators I called attention to 
tho point above mentioned, and for the 
purposo of obviating auy difficulty on 
that head I suggested, and it was agreed, 
that tho claim should be considered ns 
tiled on tho first of September, 1875.

1st. Irving, instead of being the 
"approached," has always been the

occasions. This season he offered $700 
a month for eight mouths — equal to I 
$5,000 — to keep iho "Glenora," "Ger- 
trude" aud "Gem" ofl tho 1' laser. I 
leave tho intelligent public to conclude 
what the result would have been had 
that arrangement been carried out. 

2nd. \\ hen informed of this offer 
I distinctly stated, as I have persist- 
ently maintained all through Irving's 
importunities to obtaiti a monopoly, 
that I could entertain no proposition 
in the nature of a "buy-off" until I 
heard from the shippers to whom I 
had written, as I was determined that 
they should havo tho opportunity of 
participating in any advantageous 
freighting arrangements I might be- 
come a party to. 

This taken in connection with tho 
fuct that I havo now iu my possession 
a letter from "Jno. Irving," dated 
23rd February. 1877, offering to carry 
tlio freight of my linn during tho en- 
suing season at $G per ton, 01 at oppo- 
sition rates, constitutes most conclu- 
sive proof that. 1 am not, as has been 
falsely alleged, only seeking excep- 
tional advantages for my own iirm; but 
that I am acting in the common inter- 
est iu endeavoring to put an end to 
a must iujuiious steamboat monopoly 
ou the lower Fraser. 

The statement that I have ever sug- 
gested that other shippers should be 
charged higher rates than myself I 
must denounce as an unmitigated false- 
hood, as indeed, tho foregoing facts 
tend to prove. 

In conclusion, I havo only to say, 
as respects tho capabilities of the 
steamer "Glenora," that with the im- 
provements now being made, sho will 
be found deficient neither in speed nor 
comfort, aud of this Mr. Irving is well 
aware,— hence his anxiety to prevent 
her going on the Biver.

Tuesdat, March 20th. 
The Speaker took tho Chair at 2 o'- 
clock. 

Dr. Ash noticed that tho Accounts com- 
mittoo had not made any report.

Mr. Speaker said that tho majority 
formed a quorum unless tho House ruled 
otherwise 

Mr. Fisher said no work had beon done 
because day after day they had had to 
ask for fresh powers and instead of its 
being a cominitteo on Public Accounts it 
had been an inquisitorial committee. 

Mr. It. Smith said that it would be a 
Tery bud precedent to ostablish. 

Mr. Brown explained that Dr. Tolniio 
and Mr. Fisher had told him that thoy 
could not attend and ho thought thatsuch 
being the caso they would have iuformed 
Mr. Beaven and Mr. Ash of such a fact and 
that they would not sit to day. Heal-o 
said that tho delay was caused by tho two 
hou. gentlemen who had asked the House 
for matters which he (Mr. Brown) had 
told them ho was satisfied the Ministry 
would givo thoin without waiting for in- 
structions from the House, and that he 
had ovory faith in tho hontsty and in- 
tegrity of the Government. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Fisher oxplained that he had not 
been absent from a committee meeting 
before and ho was absent on this occasion 
because ho was ill. Dr. Tolmio win en- 
gaged on another committee and had told 
the committee lie could not attend to-day. 
Tho day boforo Dr. Ash was an hour be- 
hind time. So far the committee had 
passed the time in trying to find some- 
thing against the Government, and had 
-discovered nothing. (Cheers.) They had 
not even begun to inquire into the Public 
Accouuts. 

RETURNS. 

The Honourable Mr. Humphreys mov- 
ed that a respectable Address bo present- 
ed to His Honour tho Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, requesting a Return of Expendi- 
ture, from 30th September to 31st De- 
cember, 187u; also a Return of nil Lia- 
bilities up to 31st December, 1876, ro 
miming unpaid; also a Return of nil Con- 
tracts und Works let aud not completed 
to 31st December, 1870, for each district 
respectively; also a Return of all Taxes 
remaining unpaid in each district ou 31st 
December, 1876; a'so the cost of road 
from landing opposite Now Westminster 
to foot-hills, on the property of E. Brown; 
also tho amount paid to E. Brown for use 
of dump curt, horse hire, feed, Arc., either 
in his own name, or in tho name of Mr. 
Tod or any oth -r person employed by 
him. Agreed to. 

INTESTATE ESTATE. 

Tho Into^tato Estato Bill was read a 
third time and passed. 

LEGISLATIVE. 

Mr. Bonven asked leave to withdraw 
tho Legislative Assembly Bill. Granted 
tvuidat cheers. 

MUNICIPAL ELECTION I11LL. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott, in moving tho second 
roading of this Bill, said its objoct was to 
remove any doubt that might have arisen 
of tho legality of municipal elections held 
at Langley, Gowichnn and Westminster 
in consequence of the olections having 
« beon held on a day not fixed by statute. 

Tho Bill was committed, Mr. Williams 
in the ahair. 

Tho Bill was reported complete with 
amendments. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

In answer to Mr. Wnlkem, Hon. Mr. 
Elliott said tho only correspondence be- 
tween tho Government and Mr. Crimp 
was A letter from tho Provincial Secre- 
tary informing him of his dismissal. 

.LAND ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said that ho would 
-dismiss the Land Act Amendment Bill 
Jor tho present. 

ELECTION REGULATION HILL. 

House went into committeo on this 
Hill, Mr. W. Brown in tho chair. 

Mr. Beaven moved that all words in tho 
proclamation between "the candidates 
Bhnll be nominated" and "to tho return- 
ing officer" should bo cut out. Lost. 

Mr. Humphreys said this Bill enabled 
two or three men to gettogother and form 
rings. Ho would like to introduce a Bill 
to enforce every man. who goos np for 
elootion to interview ^very singlo elector, 
(laughter,) this enables sneak', to get into 
the House. Ho felt very Keo ily on this 
point, it took away the rigutn of tho 
people. 

Mr. R. Smith saw no particular objec- 
tion to this Bill and thought it would be 
iuost boaotio:-!. 



Dr. Tolmie said that ho was moro a 
friend of the working man than Mr. 
Humphreys was or over would be, and 
that ho bad been told tbat tho working- 
men object to canvassing. The Bill now 
iu force was introduced boforo tho Ballot 
Aot, and thought tbat any candidal wlio 
shirked his duty in meeting his constitu- 
ents in publio would stand but very little 
chance of being oleetod. (hear.) 

Capt. Evans did not think the Bill took 
away nny of tho rights of the people, hut 
it did away any opportunity for tu- 
multuous meetings whoro they "will only 
hear ono side. Ho objected to privata 
canvasning as it tied tlio men down too 
much; but ho did not see that it should 
incur a penalty. This clauso, however, 
was to bo withdrawn. 

Mr. Boaven thought that it was absurd 
to ask for a show of bands when tho Billot 
Act is in force. Aud then tho show of 
hands was no criterion as many present 
may bo non-electors. This Bill did not 
prevont tho candidato coming before his 
eloctors. He did not see ut all that this 
bill took away the rights of tho peoplo. 
Ho thought that tho present system of 
cenvnuHtig was very pn judical to the 
rights of the people and that tho existing 
act was really iigniust the working of the 
Ballot Act. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said he stated at tho 
time ho moved for the second reading of 
this Bill that it wns for the bettor work- 
ing of the Ballot Aot. It is for tho pro- 
tection and independence of voters. Pri- 
vate canvassing was throwing nt-ido tho 
Ballot Act entirely, as for tho clause in 
tho proclamation lie thought that as it 
had worked so well in England it would 
bo well to try it here. 

Mr. Fisher thought that tho disputed 
words might bo made a separate c auso 
of; ho said wo have heard so much from 
an hon, gentleman about cure of the 
pesplo, whereas ho really thought the 
people were moro able to take care of 
him. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Wnlkem thought tho clauso would 
be hard to work. He did not object to 
tho principle of the Bill and thought a 
silent nomination would work much 
better than tho present system. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott called the lion. gentle 
man's attention to olauso 9, which would 
answer his question about dolnys thnt 
may arise. The clause stated that such 
nomination paper may also be filed with 
the returning officer at any other place, 
with, tho same effect as if produced at the 
time and place fixed for the nomination. 

Capt. Evans' proposed that the time 
should not bo between 12 and 1 o'clock, 
but any time between the date of procla- 
mation and 1 o'clock on tho day of nom- 
ination. 

Mr. Beaven moved that his olnuse 
which enables a man to nominate himself 
bo substituted. 

Mr. Walkem would rather have tho 
elector nominated by 5— namely, 2 ns 
proposer and seconder and 3 others us 
assenting to the nomination. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott hail no objection to 
the time being altered. 

Mr. Humphreys believed that this Bill 
was to prevent the electors making any 
pledges to their constituents and he know 
two hon. gentlemen who were smarting 
under tho eha-tisomont inflicted on them 
by their constituents by asking them to 
resign. 

Mr. Fisher and Dr. Tolmio rose to or- 
der. 

Capt. Evans stated that all pledges had 
boon broken and if they had not been 
broken things would not bo in this state. 
[Cries of names.] 

Mr. R. Smith demanded tho names of 
these men. 

Mr. Humphreys— All of you. 
Mr. Smitb — Tho hon. gentleman had 
no right to make that assertion and he 
wantod names. 

Capt. Evans Faid tho hon. gentleman 
lust t-ession was on ono side of tho House 
and now ho iu on tho other; but lio lias 

not soen his constituents between thi* 
time. 

Mr. Smith said as for him being on one 
side of tho House last session and an- 
other this, he must say that Inst year he 
had supported the Government because 
their measures suited him, and tho pledges 
ho had givo.n his constituents he bad voted 
for. Ho was an entirely independent 
member. (Cheers ) 

Mr. Beaven moved that his form of pro- 
clamation be substituted fur Hou. Mr. 
Elliott's, 

Hon. Mr. Elliott moved that "12 noon" 
be struck out, and tliat the word "be- 
tween" road "before," and that "on the 
day of nomination" be added, 

Mr. Beaven uskod to withdraw his 
amendment. Granted. 

Hm. Mr. Elliott's amendment to strike 
out "between tho hours of 12 noon and 1 
p.m." and insert after tho words Return- 
ing Officer "at any time between the date 
of proclamation," was adoptod and clause 
1 passed. 
Clauso 2. 

Mr. Beaven moved to substitute clauso 
G of his Act for clause 2 of tho hou. tho 
Leader of the Government's Act. 

Hou. Mr Elliott had no objection, and 
this was then allowed. 
Clauses 0, 7. 8 passed. 
Clauso 9 stood over. 

Clauso 10. Mr. Beaven moved to striko 
out all tho 1st section of this clause and 
insert clause 7 from his Bill. Carried. 

After some further amendments tho 
Committee roso. roportod and asked leave 
to sit agnin on Thursday.

The Nova Scotia Suhsidy. — Tho reply 
of tho Dominion Government to tho prjy- 
erof tho Nova Scotia Government for a 
renewal uf tho special subsidy to that 
Province, is understood to have taken an 
alternative foim as follows: — (1) There- 
opening and re-adjustment of the whole 
termsof Confederation, Nova Scotia taking 
the risk of gelling better or worse terms 
oa such ro adjustment; (2) to accept the 
situation and offset tho loss of revenue as 
lar as possible by measures of local reform 
aad economy, the abolition of the Legis- 
lative Council, the adoption of muuioipal 
iiihtitntions, involving reform in tho road 
system, the reduction in tho number of 
representatives in tho Local House, and 
the curtailment of expenses wherever re- 
trenchment can be effected; (3) the union 
of the Maritime Provinces, tho measures 
of local economy end reform proposed in 
the second clause to be adopted as pre- 
paratory to tho consummation of tho 
sehenio. 

A Pressed Oyster. — In tho inside of a 
great lump of coal taken out of the Scat- 
tie mine a few days ago was found an 
oyster of whole and perfect shnpe. It 
was nearly throo inches long, hinged, 
filled and f ully shelled. Tho only thing 
about it different from tho ordinary oys- 
ter was that it had been turner! by one of 
nature's processes into coal itsolf. How 
it came thoro, hundreds of feet beneath 
the surface of tho earth, imbedded in a 
substance lhat is supposed to have been 
forming, though stationary in position, 
for thousands of yea's, is a query over 
which some men would rack tneir brains 
foi days ajd weeks to answer. — Soattle 
Tribune. 

The Fisheries —Tho present number 
of salmon canneries on the Washington 
Territory side is ten, with a capacity of 
putiiug up 310,000 cases or 1,240,000 fish 
iluring the season. On the Oregon side 
there nro nineteen eannarios, capable of 
disposing of 2.000,000 salmon or 515,000 
cases. The total of tho industry which is 
tributary to tho growth of Portland and 
Astoria mainly, is twenty-nine oannarieB 
with a capacity of 825,0110 casos, or 3,300. - 
000 fish. Preparation for an active sea- 
son's work are going forward on an ex- 
tensive scale. 

Marine Disaster.— The ship Don Nio- 
holes, coal laden from N.innimo, bound 
for San Francisco. bpi'"»k » 'cak about 
70 miles outside Capo Flattery on Mon- 
day. Tho men wetii at once set to work 
at the pumps; but finding that tho water 
gained on them (the pumps being o'd 
and not sucking well) the bark hailed the 
steamtug M istiek, which happened to bo 
outside. The Mastick towed the bark 
into Royal Roads yesterday afternoon 
The Don Nicholas will at once go into 
Esquimalt. where she will be pumped out 
and the leak stopped, after which the 
ship will sail for San Francisco.

Buncombe Resolutions. 

Editor Colonist:— Tho following und 
othor equally ridiculous resolutions nro 
annually found iu tho notice-papers of 
our Local Parliament. They are gener- 
ally regarded in a very good-natured way 
by the members, and nro allowed to pass 
and s.vtl! the volume of sessional pa- 
pers: - 

"Resolved, that a respectful address bs 
presented to ilis Excellency tho Limit. - 
Governor, praying that ho will favorably 
consider the mutter of establishing a mail 
route to Spillamachcen." 

Now this from Bub Smith is, judging 
from the Standard's estimate of tnat gen- 
ttemun, what might bu expected; but 
what must havo been the feelings of the 
"galleries" (to which his mightiest ef- 
forts are generally directed) and tbo pub 
lie generally, when they find tho little 
giant George Anthony Walkem adopting 
the same innocent und harmless way of 
tickling bis constituents by such trans 
patent bunkum as is made manifest in tho 
following notico: — 

Mr, Walkem \o move. the following re- 
solution:— 

'•This House boing of opinion tbat tho 
gold aud silver quartz mining interests of 
ihis Province deserve encouragement, and 
that geological surveys of ledges now 
known or hereafter discovered would bo 
\ ery advisable; 

Resolved, That a respectful address bo 
preseuttd to His Honor tho Lieutenant- 
Governor, prayiug that he will favorably 
consider tiao matter above set forth, and 
cause such steps to be taken as may lead 
to tho geological surveys mentioned." 

Only imagine tho man who, having 
h< Id a portfolio ever since Confederation, 
had ihe power for live years iu his own 
hands to do all this over aud over again, 
or cause it to be done, now, on his bend- 
ed knees, asking his successor to do it. 
One naturally asks, why did not Mr. 
Walkem accomplish this himself when iu 
power ? 

Why not. indeed ? The answer is this: 
The geological survey of tho Provinco is 
iu the hands of tho Dominion Govern- 
ment, and is a matter that the Local 
House has no more to do with than baa 
the Tycoon of Japan, and Walkem knows 
ir, — just as well as does bob Smitb that 
the sending n mail to Spillauiaclio.-u per- 
tains to the functions ot the Federal Gov 
Minmcut. Xo bring such resolutions into 
the Lucul House is nothing more nor less 
than a gauzy effort to make constituents 
believe that the motors have their inter- 
ests at heuit. One would think thatsuch 
tran»paient imposii ion was too thin, — at 
leubt for a great leiuler to be guilty of. 
But — "how nave tho mighty fallen?" The 
placing, however, of Mr. Walkem's mo- 
tiou before the House has this pleasant 
feature about it, that after having buttled 
most nobly fur the first throo weoks of 
tiie bo.-bicn to regain his lost portfolio, 
that honotablo gentleman has at last 
awakened to tho recollection that he has 
a constituency somewhoie in the Province. 
Whether it was an awakening of his con- 
science, (haviug appealed so often to the 
consiiouce ot every other member this is 
poss.ble,) or whether tho brilliant move 
is tho result of a "prod" from Cariboo, 
one can scarcely determine; but itisnot 
of much consequence. Ono tiling is 
plain; Mr. W. held power four years and 
never suaght or obt lined for his district 
any assistance towards developing the 
latent wealth of tue Cariboo quartz ledg 
os, but his ha'ed rival, Mr. Elliott, no 
sooner lou nil himself lirmly seated then 
ho tunn el ins attention towards the en- 
CJumgernent of the quartz interests of 
Cariboo, und in n mncu more practical 
way than praying the Lieutenant-Govern- 
or (or the Dominion Government, if you 
will) to lavorubly consider the matter of 
Bending a geological surveyor, as wo all 
know tnnt geologists have been ransack- 
ing Cuiboo for yours past. Tho fact is, if 
Mr. W. had ever giveu tho matter one 
moment's thought, he would never have 
sttf-ge.-ted anything so silly. "What is 
wanted ill Cariboo is a man skillod in ibo 
practical development of tho ledges 
known to exist, one who is conversant not 
only with the woik of crushing, but also 
with tho bot-t means of testing tno value 
by running on tho veins on proper levels, 
iii fact u mining engineer is wanted, not 
a geologist.

of the year the eows are running dry for 
want of proper care. Tho butchors do 
not waut to buy thorn at any price and, as 
n rule, the owners nre spending their time 
in ullouess looking where they can find 
defective fences; and when those animals 
trespass in the neighbor's gardens or 
other properly they, the lazy owners, are 
most impertinent and arrogant, dictating 
torms to the owner of that property, while 
thoy themselves havo not got any; and if 
they have, they break them to 'give the 
starved creatures a chance for depreda- 
tion. 

Tho idea of framing laws to protect all 
sort of animals, including the goat, pig, 
and jackass, and making them infallible 
to run day and uight astray without any 
remedy for damages other than lawful 
fences on the part of the property-holders 
and no restriction whatever on the other 
part, is peril otly ridiculous. It is what is 
called class legislation, and the sooner the 
Act now in force is repealed, tho better it 
will he for the common good. It is in all 
respects impracticable; it is in contradic- 
tion of the dyking and draining bill pass- 
ed last session, which, while it compel Is 
tho ground to be well fenced, tho other 
bill is the contrary in regard to the 
drains. 

Tho working of tho law is defective and 
it has given already a good deal of trou- 
ble, and serious difficulties havo arisen. 
Who does not remember tho killing of a 
cow a few yours ago in this district, und I 
believe there is a similar case to corao ou 
ut the next Assizes for tho pitchforking 
of a pig, that took place in tho little town 
of Langley, I nm not acquainted in any 
way with !lio facts of this case. I do not 
know who is the blame. The court will 
be quite competent to judge; but, as a 
rule, there difficulties nro the result of 
repeated provocation on tho part of the 
owners of stock, who neglect to pro- 
vide for their own animals. If I wore a 
;udgo I wo'jld put the boot on tho othor 
leg, that is line tho party who provokes, 
and not the ono who is compelled to de- 
fend his property. It might not be law; 
hut at least it would havo tho unmo of jus- 
tice, 

Tho old English law was, in evory re- 
spect Lest suited to populous districts, 
while tbo one now in force is nothing 
more nor less than a mockery. J. B. S.

Editor Colonist:— Within two or three 
miles of Victoria (and I believe it is the 
same thing iu every town of British Co- 
lumbia) a certain number of starved nni- 
mala are running astray, day and night, 
to tbo great annoyance of those who cul- 
tivate tiie ground and who nro without 
nny redress whatever unless tho fences 
are made and kept according to law. 

Tho Act now in force may answer very 
wollin certain settlements whore noground 
is cultivated, but so far as Victoria dis- 
trict is concerned, it has ptovod to bo im 
utter failure; in fact, a dead lottor. After 
nine yea's 1 trial there is no property of 15 
or 20 ncros aud upwards fenced according 
to law; yet tho amount of capital invested 
in fences is not less than 8200,000. Tlio 
value of crops, fruit trees, ornamental 
trees, etc., is incalculable, whilo the Block 
which run astray are nrortblcctt. They 
are pitiful to bo seen— nothing but skin 
and bone, und if thero was a society for 
tho protection of animals tho owners of 
such stock would bo liuod, or tho animals 
taken away from thorn, Tho greater part 



EUROPE. 
London, March .18. — It is believed 
that the arrangement between England 
and Russia, relative to negotiations 
between Turkey and Montenegro, are 
concluded; both sides will order their 
commands to continue on tbo defen- 
sive, when tho armistico expires on 
Tuesday. 

London, March 18. — The "Lo Nord" 
of Brussels, says the protocol not only 
assures peace, but tho. accord of Eu- 
rope It is, however, as well to warn 
the public against jumping to the con- 
clusion tbat the pacific solution is al- 
ready completely certain. The im- 
portant point must not be forgotten 
that whilo Europe has come to an 
agreement Turkey, so far, has only 
made promises. If the Porte continues 
in its old course the prospect of a con- 
flict may be renewed; but the pro- 
tocol will at least givo assurances that 
the conflict will be localized. 

Tho "Standard" correspondent at 
Paris says be has reason to believe 
that the foregoing wns telograhed from 
St. Petersburg, and represents tho 
viows of tbo Russian Court. 

The "Post" publishes tbo following 
in official form; The government still 
awaits the Russian answer. Wo may 
havo to remain in an expectant atti- 
tude for a day or two, until Russia's 
deision on tho modifications suggested 
by England aro ascertained. 

Tbo "Daily News" dispatch from 
Constantinople avers tho idea that the 
understanding between Russia and 
England, will be followed by a pacific 
arrangement between Montenegro and 
Turkey. 

The "Standard" correspondent at 
Pesth says the Porto is displaying a 
very conciliatory spirit toward Monte- 
negro. It Btill refuses to cede nny 
fortified places, but is more accommo- 
dating in relation to other demands.
